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This is in response to the request for correction of patent application publication under 
37 CFR 1.221(b), which was filed on January 14, 2003. 

The request is DISMISSED. 

The instant request is that the application be republished because the patent application 
publication onfiits the phrase "Claims" at the beginning of the claims section. 

37 CFR 1 .221(b) is applicable "only when the Office makes a material mistake which is apparent 
fi-om Office records." A material mistake must affect the public's ability to appreciate the 
technical disclosure of the patent application publication, to determine the scope of the patent 
application publication, or to determine the scope of the provisional rights that an applicant may 
seek to enforce upon issuance of a patent. ^ The instant request does not identify a material 
mistake in the publication made by the Office: 

The omission of the phrase "Claims" at the beginninjg of the claims section of the publication is an 
Office mistake, but it is not a material error. The mistake does not affect the public's abihty to 
appreciate the technical disclosure of the patent application publication, or determine the scope of 
the patent application publication or determine the scope of the provisional rights that an applicant 
may seek to enforce upon issuance of a patent. 

The applicant is advised that a "request for republication of an application previously published" 
may be filed under 37 CFR 1 .221(a). Such a request for republication "must include a copy of the 
appHcation in conq)Kance with the Office's electronic filing svstem requirements and be 
accompanied bv the publication fee set forth in § 1. 18(d) and the processing fee set forth in 
§ 1 . 17(i)." If the request for republication does not comply with the electronic filing system 
requirements, the republication will not take place and the publication fee set forth in § 1 . 1 8(d) 
will be refunded. The processing fee will be retained.
